DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-7, drawn to method of treating a patient for ischemia, classified in class 
600, subclass 500. 

II. Claims 8-9, drawn to a monitor worn after a surgical procedure, classified in class 
600, subclass 500. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I. and II. are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I. has separate utility such as a method of 
treating a patient suffering from or at risk of suffering from cardiac ischemia not requiring use of 
a monitor with a display to identify regions in need of enhanced vascularization and to induce 
capillary blush in such regions but rather using a monitor with tactile simulation to communicate 
exercise levels to the patient. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Peter J. Dehlinger on 7/1 1/02 to request an oral election to 
the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. Mr. Dehlinger is 
out of the office for several weeks and his assistant Ramona Thomas Scott asked that the 
restriction be mailed .
